Maxwell  Boycotts  And  Why 


By  the  time  this  reaches  the 
printers,  students  will  have  had 
several  days  of  meatless  fare  in 
the  Maxwell  Union  dining  hall. 
Georgia  College  food  service  has 
joined  the  national  boycott  of 
meat  and  poultry  called  for  the 
week  of  May  1  through  May  7. 

Anyone  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  buying  foods  is 
well  aware  of  skyrocketing  beef, 
pork,  and  poultry  prices.  Many 
students  at  G.C.  are  not  aware  of 
these  rising  costs  which  affected 
their  parents  or  their  college 
food  service. 

Hal  Siadwell,  director  of  Food 
Services  at  Georgia  College 
decided  to  participate  in  this 
boycott  by  offering  egg,  cheese, 
seafood  and  soybean  protein 
substitute  entrees  for  the  entire 
week.  Mr.  Siadwell  stated:  "1 


don’t  really  believe  this  boycott 
will  have  any  real  impact  on 
prices,  since  it’s  a  temporary 
measure,  but  it  will  dramatize 
the  plight  of  the  food  purchaser, 
and  perhaps  begin  to  alter  the  life 
style  of  the  consumer.  As  nation, 
we  are  eating  too  mudi.  We  are 
eating  foods  that  are  co^y  to 
produce.  (It  takes'Bibs.of  fe^to 
finish  out  one  pound  of  beef,  and 
oneandonehalf  poundsoffeedto 
finish  out  one  pound  of  catfish.) 
The  consumer  is  buying  fancy 
pre-packaged  mi?^,  TV  dinners, 
brightly  colored,  enticingly 
labelled  foods  designed  to  attract 
the  impulsiveness  of  American 
shoppers. 

All  these  things  cost  money. 
Money  we  should  not  and  cannot 
afford  to  spend  it  is  this  change  in 
life  style  that  I  hope  this  boycott 


will  begin  to  effect.  I  hope  our 
students  will  begin  to  look 
carefully  at  what  their  demands 
for  solid  meat,  heavy  diets,  more 
service  (like  somebody  to  take 
their  trays  to  the  dish  window.) 
can  not  increase  the  amount 
they  will  be  forced  to  pay.  It  is  not' 
tax  money  that  pays  for  their 
food.  It  is  their  money  alone  that 
supports  their  food  service  at 
Georgia  College.” 

Mr.  Shadwell  urged  all  students 
to  unite  in  an  effort  to  reduce  all 
costs  by  encouraging  fellow 
students  not  to  misappropriate 
ashtrays,  salt  shakers, 
silverware,  etc.  He  asked  that 
expensive  meats  and  poultry  be 
eschewed  and  that  self  discipline 
be  encouraged  to  help  the  whole 
Georgia  College  community  fight 
the  alarmingly  high  prices.

Bill  Would  Allow 
Liquor  Sales  On 
State  Campuses 

DeKalb  Couity  Rep.  Harry 
Geislnger  has  intr^uced  a  bill  to 
permit  the  sale  of  beer,  wine,  and 
liquor  on  campuses  of  state 
colleges  and  universities. 

It  would  legalize  sales  that  now 
occur  at  the  University  of 
(jeorgia,  (Seorgia  Tech  and  other 
state  schools,  he  said. 

The  Board  of  Regents  would  be 
directed  to  issue  rules  and 
regulations  authorizing  the  sale 
by  food  service  establishments  of 
malt  beverages,  wine,  distilled 
spirits  or  spirituous  liquors  by  the 
drink  for  consumption  on  the 
premises  at  any  college  or 
iniversity  within  the  University 
System  of  Georgia. 

However,  the  bill  would  not 
authorize  such  sales  at  colleges  in 
dry  cities  or  counties.

Like  everyone  else  I’ve  Just  completed  that  most  harrowing  of 
experiences-  registration  at  (Georgia  College.  For  me  it  was  worse 
than  the  furnish  Inquisition ;  I  was  ready  to  confess  to  the  lindbergh 
kidnapping  or  anything  else  in  order  to  get  myself  out  of  that  library. 
'Diere  has  to  be  a  better  way! 

After  giving  this  problem  some  thought  I’ve  come  to  a  few  simple 
conclusions  for  simplifying  the  registration  process.  Perhaps  my 
suggestions  would  not  be  completely  workable  but  on  the  surface 
they  seem  entirely  feasible  to  me. 

The  first  great  hurdle  in  registering  at  this  college  is  the  long  lines 
at  the  administration  building  in  order  to  pick  up  one’s  “packet.”  I 
have  been  told  that  in  former  times  these  packets  were  mailed  to  the 
students  before  the  quarter  began.  Why  can’t  this  be  done  now?  The 
cards  and  sheets  have  to  be  placed  in  envelopes  anyway.  If  this 
were  done  all  that  would  be  needed  would  be  two  persons  at  the  en¬ 
trance  to  the  library  to  stamp  the  advisement  sheets  and  allow  only 
seniors  or  “A  through  C's'in  first.  Tliis  would  free  four  or  five  staff 
people  from  duty  at  the  registrar’s  office. 

Once  inside  the  library  the  system  seems  to  work  just  fine  until  one 
reaches  the  infamous  payment  lines.  I’m  sure  that  if  God  had  chosen 
to  test  Job’s  patience  with  one  of  these  lines,  God  would  have  easily 
won.  I  was  in  the  payment  line  for  over  thirty  minutes  miyself  and  I 
had  already  paid  at  the  Comptroller’s  office  earlier  in  the  week.  The 
worst  of  these  things  is  their  habit  of  closing  after  some  thirty  people 
have  waited  a  half  hour  in  line.  They  are  forced  to  disperse  and  join 
the  back  of  another  line.  A  friend  of  mine  in  this  situation  last  week 
(i.e.,  the  week  of  registration.  Ed.)  was  in  the  payment  line  a  total  of 
one  hour  and  IS  minutes.  Ridiculous!!  My  suggestion  is  that  we 
should  use  people  freed  from  duty  on  the  “packet”  line  at  this  point  in 
the  process.  Wth  four  or  five  more  stations  at  which  to  pay  this 
unbelievable  people  congestion  could  be  cleared  up. 

At  any  rate  something  must  be  done.  The  University  of  Ga.  with 
nearly  20,000 students  can  register  then  faster  than  (^rgia  College. 
No  one,  in  Athens  or  Milledgeville,  should  have  to  stay  inside  a 
library  or  coliseum  over  an  hour  in  order  to  register  for  classes.

A  stand  on  student  aid  taken  by 
the  American  Association  of 
State  Colleges  and  Universities 
recently  at  a  legislative 
conference  in  Washington,  D.C. 
was  endorsed  this  week  by  Dr.  J. 
Whitney  Bunting,  president  of 
(^gia  College  here. 

'Die  Association’s  resolution 
calls  for  immediate  action  by 
Congress  on  the  student  aid  funds 
contained  in  the  supplemental 
appropriations  for  fiscal  year 
1973. 

Dr.  Bunting  said  that  the 
resolution  was  adopted  because 
“an  emergency  situation  now 
exists  and  unless  Congress  acts 
rapidly ,  hundreds  of  students  will 
be  denied  an  education  next  fall.” 

In  addition  to  timely  action  on 
the  supplemental  so  that  students 
will  know  this  spring  what  kind  of 
aid  will  be  available  for  next  fall, 
the  state  college  and  university 
presidents  meeting  in 
Washington,  D.C.  also  called  for 
finding  of  the  student  grants  and 
loans  at  the  authorized  level. 

President  Bunting  explained 
that  although  the  Association 
supports  the  President’s  request 
for  $622  million  for  the  newly 
enacted  Basic  Educational 
Opportinity  Grants  program  to 
hdp  needy  students,  it  is  very 
concerned  with  the  plight  of  the 
lower  and  middle  income 
students  who  have  been  receiving 
assistance  through  educational 
opportunity  grants  and  low  cost 
loans.  “In  the  face  of  rising 
costs,”  said  President  Bunting, 
'It  is  urgent  that,  as  the  law 
requires,  the  grant  and  loan 
programs  be  funded  at  a 
minfmumof  $286  million  in  order 
to  help  the  lower  and  middle 
income  students  continue  their 
education.”

departments  of  mathematics  and 
business  administration  and 
economics  at  GC. 

Dr.  B.J.  Dooley,  associate 
professor  of  business 
administration  and  economics  at 
the  college  who  wrote  the 
proposal ,  wBl  serve  as  principal 
investigator  tor  the  project.  Co¬ 
investigators  are  Dr.  T.  Jerome 
Scott,  assistant  professor  of 
mathematics,  and  Dr.  Jack 
Thornhill,  professor  of  business 
administration  and  economics. 

Dr.  Dooley  received  hisB.S.A. 
degree  in  animal  genetics  at 
Auburn  University  and  bis 
M.B.A.  and  Ed.D.  degrees  in 
economics  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  where  he -was  an 
instructor  and  research  associate 
before  coming  to  GC  in  1966. 

The  resear^ers  plan  to  collect 
existing  data  and  make  computer 
analyses  to  derive  a  cost-tenefit 
ratio.  The  cost-benefit  ratio  is  a 
procedure  derived  by  economists 
to  help  set  priorities  in  the  social 
area  where  the  profit  motive  is 
not  available  to  help  set  these 
priorities.

Portering  Around: 


Health  Professions  Educ. 
Center  Coming 

A  center  to  train  para-medical  personnel  will  be  established  at 
(Seorgia  (Allege  this  spring,  according  to  m  annoucement  made  by 
Dr.  J.  Whitney  Bunting,  GC  president. 

Approval  for  the  center  was  given  by  the  University  System 
Board  of  Regents  at  meeting  in  Atlanta. 

The  establishment  of  a  health  professions  education  center  in 
Milledgeville  is  expected  to  fill  a  vacuum  Uiat  currently  exists  in  the 
central  part  of  Georgia  Insofar  as  the  training  of  para-medical 
personnd  is  concerned.  Dr.  Bunting  said. 

Two  other  regional  centers  were  approved  previously  by  Uie 
board,  one  at  Savannah  and  the  other  in  Olumbus. 

“Georgia  College,  as  the  senior  institution  of  higher  learning  in  the 
University  System  in  this  area,  is  ideally  suited  to  meet  the  growing 
health  needs  of  the  people  of  this  part  of  the  state,”  Dr.  Bunting 
noted. 

The  GC  president  added  that  the  college  right  now  has  Uie 
equipment,  the  physical  plant,  and  the  experienced  faculty 
necessary  to  “implement  a  health  care  education  program  Uiat 
would  adequately  meet  the  needs  of  Middle  Georgians  at  a  minimum 
cost  to  Uie  state’s  taxpayers.” 

The  decision  to  establish  Uie  healUi  professions  education  center  at 
GC  was  taken.  Dr.  BunUng  indicated,  because  a  number  of  area 
hospital  officials  have  requested  the  college  to  expand  health  care 
programs  Uiat  would  insure  an  adequate  number  of  prospective 
para-medical  technicians  in  the  future. 

In-house  training  programs  at  a  number  of  hospitals  in  the  area 
have  lost  their  accreditation  of  late,  Uie  president  said  to  the 

possibility  of  a  future  personnel  shortage. 

GC  already  offers  degree  programs  in  Uie  health  professions  field 
similar  to  Uiose  offered  at  the  Savannah  and  Columbus  centers.These 
programs  lead  either  to  associate  or  bachelor  degrees  in  medical 
tectoology,  nursing,  mental  health,  music  therapy,  and  medical 
records,  management.  Additionally,  GC  is  the  only  college  or  u 
niversity  in  Uie  state  that  offeres  a  psychology  technician  training 
program. 

A  degres  program  in  occupational  therapy  and  a  curriculum  for 
physician’s  assistants  may  be  added  at  GC  later,  according  to  Dr. 
Bunting. 

Hospital  authorities  in  Milledgeville,  Macon,  and  Augusta  have 
stated  that  they  will  support  the  planned  center  to  the  fullest  extent, 
and  Macon  Junior  College  also  wants  to  pvticipate  in  Uie  program , 
Dr.  Bunting  noted. 

Tile  newly-enlarged  Herty  Science  Building  at  the  college  will 
serve  as  the  home  of  the  new  health  professions  education  center, 
and  a  coordinator  of  the  center  will  be  named  at  a  later  date.

Man  Of  La  Mancha 


Don  Quixote 
Rides  Again 

In  1965,  with  songs  and  lyrics  incredibly  mcompetent  job  done 
added,  and  under  the  title  of  MAN  by  the  technical  production  team . 


OF  LA  MANCHA,  the  story  of 
Don  Quixote  made  its  Broadway 
debut.  Now,  a  movie  version  has 
come  about,  and  although  it  is 
easier  to  keep  up  with  the 
complicated  story,  the  movie 
version  is  a  embarassingly 
inferrior  product. 

Starring  in  the  movie  are  Peter 
O’Toole,  Sophia  Loren,  and 
James  Cbco.  It  was  directed  by 
Arthur  Hiller,  who  also  directed 
LOVE  STORY.  Peter  O’Toole 
turns  in  his  usual  performance,  in 
the  triple  role  the  playwright 
Cervantes,  the  poor  farmer 
Alonza  Quijana,  and  the 
imagainory  knight  Don  Quixote. 
Although  he  does  not  do  his  own 
singing,  it  is  impossiUe  to  tell 
that  his  voice  has  been  dubbed. 

So|Aia  Loren  and  James  Coco 
do  a  fairly  respectaUe  job  of 
acting  although  neither  one  of 
then  can  sing  worth  a  flip.  It 
seems  that  if  anyone  was  to  have 
their  voice  dubbed  in,  it  should 
have  been  these  two. 

It  is  not,  however,  these  faults 
that  destroy  ‘this  show  but  the 
direction  of  Arthur  Hiller,  and  the 


Among  other  faults,  the  entire 
show  was  filmed  out  of  focus,  not 
to  a  great  extent,  but  just 
to  make  you  uncomfortable  while 
etching  it.  Along  this  same  line, 
is  the  fact  that,  there  is  never 
enough  light,  even  in  the  outdoor 
scenes.  On  the  technical  side,  the 
faults  include  incorrect  printing 
of  the  final  film  print,  and  poor 
editing. 

On  the  positive  side  for  this 
film,  is  the  beautiful  music, 
transfered  intact  from  the  stage 
show,  and  the  flrst  rate  sound 
recoi^ng,  which ,  when  played  on 
a  stereo  sound  system  such  as 
that  of  the  Atlanta  Theatre, 
sounds  as  if  you  were  listening  to 
it  in  person. 

In  short,  MAN  OP  LA 
MANCHA  is  a  story  with  great 
potential  which  was  ruined  by 
shoddy  production,  a  fact 
rendered  almost  unbelievable 
considering  the  films  staggering 
112,000,000  cost.  If  you  are  \^ijig. 
to  overlook  these  technical  faults 
then  this  two  and  one  half  hour 
show  might  prove  to  be  worth 
yov  time.
